An Abftraé& of the Treaty of Peace between the Em- 
peror and Empire on one Part, and the French King 
“) the other Part, figned at Baden September che 
1714. 

I. HE Peace concluded at Raftadt the 6th of 

March Jaft, fhall be a general fhable and per- 
petual Peace. pe 

2. There fhall be perpetual Amity between the con- 
tending Parties, and all Hoftilities committed in the 
laft War fhall ceafe, and be for ever forgotten. 

3- The Peace concluded in Weftphalia, at Nime- 
guen, and at Ryfwick, fhall ferve fora Bafisto chis 

refent Peace, in fuch manner that all Affairs, as well 
lefiaftical as Civil, fhall be regulated and obferved 
inviolab!y, in conformity and according to the Tenor 
ofthe Articles of the Trearies of Peace above-mentioned. 

4- Old Brifac is remitted and given up to his Impe- 
tial Majefty in the Seate it is at prefent, with all its 
Depeadancies and Aporgrenanss on this Side the Rhine; 
and. in Exchange, all chat lic on che other Side the 
Rhine fhall remain to his moft Chriftian Majefty, con- 
formably to the 20th Article of the Tresty of Ry{wick. 

5. The Town of Friburg, with its Cafties and A- 
purtenances, thal] be reftored to his Majefty 
in the State it was at the Time it was taken, 

_ 6 In like manner the Fort Kehl, together, with all 

the Rights and Dependaneies belonging to it, thall be 

reftored to bis Imperial Majefty ; but the other Forts 
fhall be razed, and neither Party fhail be allowed to 
rebuild them. 

. 4. The Refticution of the faid Places fhall be made 

in the Space of $0 Days after the Exchange of the Ra. 

tifications. 

& His moft Chriftian engages to demolifh

10. All the Towns and Fortreffes, together with 
their Archives and Documents, which by vircue of the 
prefent Treaty, that of Raftadt, and alfo that of Ryf- 
wick,belong to the Emperour, Empire, or any others, 
fhall be reftored in the Scate whereia they are at this 
Time, upon the Terms above-mentioned, after the 
Exchange of the Ratifications. 

11. His moft Chriftien Majefty promifes to execute 
this Treaty with all poffible Expedition, and at his 
own Expence to raze the Fortifications in one Month, 
if poffible, or in two at the fartheft. — 

12. His moft Chriftian Majefty promifes to reftore, 
as well ro his Imperial Majefty as to all the Srates of 
the Empire, Ecclefiaftical and Civil, all. that has been 
taken from them in the laft War, contrary to the Te- 
nor of the Treaty of Ryfwick, of what Nature foever 
they be. In Exchange, his Imperial Majefty and the 
Empire thall accomplith the Conditions and Claufes in 
the faid Freaty of Ryfwick concerning the Bithoprick 
of Strasburg. 

13. His moft Chriftian Mejefty acknowledges by chis 
Peace the EleGoral Dignity in the Houfe of Hanover. 

14. His Imperial Majefty and tiie Empire thal) give 
up to his moft Chriftian Majefty che Ciry of Landau 
with all its Dependancies. 

14. It is agreed by his I Majefty and the 
Empire, that the EleStors of Cologn and Bavaria {ball 
re-enter into the Poffeffion of all cheir Eftetes, Titles, 


Goods sod Rights, Condition the 


of Bavaria fhall reftore the Artillery and Ammunitio 
which belong to the neighbouring Stares and Cicies, 
either in nature or imvaluc. It is alfo fipulared chac 
the Archbithop of Cologn thal! nor put any Garrifon 
into Bonne in time of Peace, the Guard whereof thall 
be left to the Burghery, but in time of ‘Wai ir thall 
belong to the Emperour and Empire to provide for 
ite cover, thefe two Princes and Eleftors fhall de- 
fit from all Pretentions. of Recottipence and Satis- 
fa&tion for the Loffes they have futtained during 
the lace War; which Pretention thdll be looked up- 
on as.null; And by reafon of the Refticution and new 
N ation to the Ele€torates as above, they. thall 
wacuaer the Oath of Fidelity to the Emperour ;

16. All the Officers, Ecclefiaftical and Civil, as alfo 
all the.other Subje&ts and Vaffals of the faid E- 
leGors, ihall be re-eftablithed by his Imperial Majefty 
to the fame State which they were in at the com- 
mencement of the late War: And there thal) be an 
eternal Amnefty for all that is paft. 

417. As the term of 30 Days is allowed for the re-in- 
ftallation, his faid Imperial Majefty, ia Exchange for 
this Reftitution, fhall in that interval take Pofleffion
